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Electricity Cheaper 

The Western Massachusetts Elec- 
tric Company have announced that 
on January first a new schedule of 
rates for electricity will go into ef- 
fect which will afford savings up to 
22 per cent for residential users. For 
years the company has been dom- 
inated by a progressive organization 
and their revision of rates in the 
past has always been downward, 
benefitting the user. The company 
supplies electricity throughout the 
county for street lighting, for resi- 
dential requirements in lighting, run- 
ning the refrigerator, radio, wash- 
ing machine and cooking, for in- 
dustry in providing power in large 
and small amounts and for many 
other purposes. In Northfield the 
homes of most summer residents are 
cared for on-.a seasonal basis. The 
services of the company have proved 
satisfactory here and when storm and 
weather have played havoc with the 
lines, the interruption of service has 
been reduced to a minimum. The 
new residential schedule charges one 
dollar for the first 12 kilowatt hours, 
five cents each for the next 53 and 
two and a half cents per kilowatt 
hour for all usage in excess of 65 
per month. The average monthly con- 
sumption by residential consumers is 
about 100 kilowatts. A reduction in 
rates for power consumption will also 
be announced effective January first. 
Stockholders of the Western Massa- 
chusetts Companies of record as of 
December 14 will receive a dividend 
of 45 cents per share as quarterly 
distribution according to action taken 
by the trustees recently. Dividends 
for 1945 total $1.65 per share.
